and Pzoſperity of Þis Arms both at Land and Sca, on Wedneſday the Nineteenth Day of June. 

And fo2 the moze ozderly Solemnizing of the ſame, de Have given Directions to the Right 

Reverend the Biſhops cf this Kingdom to Compoſe a Fozm of Pꝛaper ſnitable to this Occaſi⸗ 

on, to be Uſed in all Churches and Chappels, and other Places of Publick Wozſhip ; And 

to take Care fo2 the timely Diſperſing of the ſame thzough their ſeveral Dioceſes in the whole 

Kingdom. And We do ſtrictly Charge and Command, That the ſaid Faſtings and Pꝛapers be 

Soberly, Reverently and Decently Perfozmed by all Dis Majeſties Loving Subjects, as they 

tender the Favour of Almighty God, and upon Pain of ſuch Puniſhments, as his Majeſty can 
juſtly Puflict upon all ſuch as ſhall Contemn oz Neglect ſo Religious a Wozk,
